Chriſt checks him for uſing 
a Wrong weapon, that. that will never work any full and final delive- 
rance from the tyrannical Powets of this world, 1 coxld ( ſaies h2) - 
at my prayer, have preſently more then twelve Legions of Angels toreſcae 
we ; But how then ſhould the Scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it muſt be ? 
Mat. 26. 53, 54. So, after his reſurrection, Ye foo!s aud flow of heart 
{ſaies he) to believe alt that the Prophets have ſpoken ;- ought not Chriſt 
firſt to ſaffer, and then enter into hrs glory ? Luk. 24. 25, 26, And ought 
wot his members alſo to ſuffer with him, ( till ſuch time as the affiiftions of 
Chriſt which are behind 14 their fleſh, be accompliſhed ) ang ſo enter into, 
glory alſo? x Col. 24.

The 
Earth ſhall quakg before them,the Heavens ſhall tremble, the Sun aud Moo 
ſhall be darke, and the Stars ſhall withdraw their ſhining. This day of 
the Lord will be very terrible : who can abide it ? Mens hearts will fail 
them for fear , and for looking after thoſe things which are coming ou 
the earth , for there ſhall be ſigns in the Sun, Moon and Stars,and upon the 
earth diſtreſs of Nations with perplexity, the Sea and the Waves roarieg, 
Luk. 2x, 25, 26. All this that 1s ſo terrible to the Inhabicants of the 
Earth, is good news to thoſe that are in the Wilderneſs, Pilgiims and 
Strangers 1n the Earih, They are bid to look up and lift up their heads, 
when theſe things begin to come to paſs, for their Redemption draweth 
nigh, verſ. 28, The Lord ſhall utter his voice before his Armyg. his An- 
gelical Camp,which #5 very great, Joel 2.11, There will befSRanding . 
for men before them. Then will be brought to paſle thoſe ſayings in- 
deed, ( Pſal. 149.) which ſome made uſe of inthe late waz, that 
was but a ſhadow to what this Angelical hoſt and their performances 
upon the enemy will amount unto. The Saints ſhall ſing aloud upon their 
beds, and have the two-edged ſword mn their hands, The Faith and Prayer 
of thzſe choſen ones will have Angels ready to do execution npon all 
enemies.

7.) that is, was delivered from zhe fear of 
Death before hand, and out of the jawes of it after, for.zt was not poſ- 
fpole he ſhould be holdenof it, AS. 2,24. This diſciple of his, prayed ſox 
the ſam2 thing, and he did experience and,{x7; Death ſhrunke tiom 
him,no: he fiom ir.

All the Crowns 
and Scepters of this world are ſhort of this frame of mind, crucified 
to things ſeen. eAlexander put ſo great a value upon a ſhadow of this, 
in D/ogenes, that he ſaid, Were he not Alexander he would be Diogenes, 
The Conqueror accounted a deadneſs to the whole ſcene of outward 
Vanities, the belt condition, next to-th2 having all at command. 
Had he not been partial he might have reckoned ic better. He ſoon 
after loſt his world and himſelf rogether, in a drunken fit at Babylon, 
. the common Rendevouz for bruitiſh pomp under. three of the four 
worldly Monarchies, Aſſyriav, Perſian, and Greek, 

The love of this world ts enmity to God, and breeds in us the fear of 
man, that can deprive us of what we love ; ang the fear of man brings 
a ſnare ; will keep us from witneſling a good confethon as Chrilt did. 
If we fear them that can kill the Body, we (hall never be bold in a good 
cauſe before wicked Judges. | :
